RELEVANCE OF EACH DOCUMENT 

Documents A1-A5 were cited in a Japanese Office Action during prosecution of 
a counterpart Japanese application. The Japanese Office Action characterized the cited 
references as provided below. Applicant does nol necessarily agree with the Japanese 
examiner's characterization but provide the same herein to facilitate the review of these 
references. 

Document A1 discloses a system for generating a report on the basis of stored 
data and distributing it. Document A1 also discloses a structure for sending an alert 
message to a predetermined user when an alert condition is fulfilled and means for 
storing schedule information for performing predetermined processes. 

Document A2 discloses means for analyzing an unstructured document 
generating a document to which a logical structure has been given and storing it in a 
storage device well-known in the art. Document A2 also discloses dividing content 
information into a plurality of sub-structures, generating a document component by 
adding structure information to each of these sub-structures and combining the divided 
document components. 

Document A3 discloses means for converting a structured document to another 
structured document. 

Document A4 discloses dividing a document having logical structures into a 
group of sub-documents each of which has each of the logical structures and register 
them. 

Document A5 discloses generating a table of contents from structured 
documents. 
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English translations of the foreign-language documents are not readily available. 
However, the absence of such translations does not relieve the PTO from its duty to 
consider the submitted foreign language documents (37 CFR §1 .98 and MPEP §609). 
English language abstracts are attached.
